Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Clarification was reached to the limitation of "encoding the 
enhancement lyayer bitstream based on the new HQRB" based on data throughput characteristics. The Lai et al. 
patent, specifically column 20: lines 49-60, column 21: lines 1-20, and tables 2 and 3, appears to read on this limitation 
more clearly than the Chaddha et al. reference previously cited. If the current claims were unamended, at least claim 1 
would likely be rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Lai etal. in view of Wu etal. Applicant will file 
amendment in view of the new hypothetical grounds of rejection.
